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PREFACE. 



The Catalogue Committee take pleasure in presenting to the 
Kappa Alpha Fraternity the result of their efforts to compile 
an accurate statistical record of the members of K. A. This 
Record undoubtedly has its defects, and, in many cases, the 
biographical sketch which is given is not as full as we would like to 
have it. The brevity of many of the records is not due to any lack 
of effort on the part of the Committee. It has been extremely 
difficult to obtain answers from many Kaps., and many who did 
answer did not send us all the information that was asked for. 
All the necessary information which the untiring efforts of the few 
who have carried on this work have been able to collect is herein 
presented. We trust that it will prove satisfactory to the Fraternity 
at large. 

Although we have endeavored to make the text as easily 
understood as possible, nevertheless a word of explanation may be 
necessary. The dates in large type, which mark the divisions of the 
Chapter lists, represent the year of initiation into K. A. After each 
name the year of graduation and the degrees arc given. All titles, 
save that of " Rev.," are omitted, the record following each name 
showing whether the subject should have a military or a civil title. 
The present address (1892), or the date of death, as the case may 
be, is written in italics at the end of each biography. In the Index, 
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the number following each name refers to the number preceding 
the same name in the Chapter list. 

Before taking leave of this work we would extend our thanks to 
those members of K. A. who have encouraged us in our labors and 
materially assisted us by their generous efforts. Especially would 
we thank Messrs. Seymour Van Santvoord and Everett Smith, of 
C. C, for the use of the letters received by them from the C. C. 
Kaps. during 1881 and 1882 ; and Arthur Wellesley Hunter, Jr., also 
of C. C, for the valuable assistance he rendered us in correcting the

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THE ORIGIN OF KAPPA ALPHA/ 



By Charles Ci.ark Young, C.C., '26. One of its Founders. 

In compliance with your request, I leave w ith you a memorandum 
of my informal talk with you at your meeting in July, in relation to the 
origin of our Kappa Alpha. 

The Society had its origin, as is known, in Union College, Sche- 
nectady, N. Y., in the fall of the year 1825. 

The parties concerned therein were John Hart Hunter, Isaac \V. 
Jackson, Thomas Hun, Charles Clark Young and Andrew E. B. 
Knox, all of the then Senior class. Messrs. Hunter, Jackson and 
Hun were members of the Philomathean Society, Young and Knox 
of the Adelphic, and all, except Knox, of the Phi Beta Kappa. 

For some years previous there had existed an organized company 
of about sixty students, for out-door exercise and military drill, 
under the command of Captain Edward Bayard, of the class of 1825. 

In his time, and up to his graduation, the organization had a 
marked success, and promised a long continuance. Until the be- 
ginning of the next fall term his second in command was generally 
regarded as his rightful successor, but no action was taken in regard 
to it. Very early in that fall term, however, a new aspirant for the 
position appeared, and so earnest and warm became the canvass that 
the Faculty of the College took notice of it, and Dr. Nott, the 
President, advised a division of the company. This change was 
made, and so the conflict seemingly ended; but the reaction of feel- 
ing was soon followed by an indifference which ended in a loss of 
all interest in the organization; and the military fever having now 
run its full course, there was left only an aching void, waiting 
to be filled by an inspiration of genius from some quarter, which 
was not long in coming. 

About the middle of November following, at an interview between 
Mtssrs. Hun, Young and Knox, in the room of the two latter, Mr. 
Hun suggested the idea of a new secret society for literary and 
social purposes, for which there appeared to be ample room, saying 
that the matter had been talked of and over by Hunter, Jackson and 
himself, and that they all united in the wish that Messrs. Young and 
Knox would join with them in such an organization.

On reflection, Messrs. Young and Knox consented to do so, and 
at once agreed upon a plan of procedure, viz.: (1) A formal initia- 
tory ceremony, to be arranged by Messrs. Hunter, Jackson and Hun, 
and by them conducted on the reception of Young and Knox; (2) 
the choice of a name; and (3) a supper in town. 

On the 26th day of the same month of November Messrs. Young 
and Knox called, as requested, in the evening, at the room of 
Jackson and Hun, in the South College building, were received by 
Hun, and by him conducted to the room of Hunter, in the same 
hall, where^ Mr. Young first was introduced and received with 
some very quiet but elaborate and impressive ceremonies, and then 
Mr. Knox rather hesitatingly entered with Mr. Hun, and warily 
passed through the same formal initiation. 

After the adoption of the name of Kappa Alpha and some talk 
about future action, an adjournment was had to the well-known 
dining room at Knight's boarding house, down-town, where a 
supper was made enjoyable without extra stimulants of any kind, 
name or nature. An early retirement was, of course, in order, and 
the play as well as the work of the day was done. With such an 
organization, without any written fundamental law, the Society early 
in December made choice of its complement of members, from the 
same Senior class, viz : John McGeoch, Orlando Meads, James 
Proudfit, Joseph Anthony Constant, Arthur Hurtis, Joseph Law and 
Solon Grout. On the third day of December they were all initiated 
in due form, with only a few additional features in the ceremony. 
On the tenth day of the same December. Mr. Levi Hubbell, of the 
then Junior class, was elected a member, and in due form admitted 
to the Society. 

The proceedings thus far were, after all, only preliminary to the 
more important definite objects of the Association These were, as 
they all thought better, left to the collective wisdom of the active 
college membership— for the time being— from class to class, as time 
and experience should suggest. 

With the then very limited views as to the future of the Society 
no very careful attention could have been given to the minutes of 
its earliest proceedings; and its long life must have been well 
assured before the Key came into use.

P.S. — The founders were all members of the military organiza- 
tion, and two of them its chief officers. 
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"The Kappa Alpha Society is the oldest social and literary 
brotherhood which has had a continuous existence as a secret society 
since its formal foundation at Union College in 1825, and special 
interest attaches to the circumstances attending its establishment. 
The Society might fairly enough claim existence as a private social 
club back to 1823, when the gathering of its founders began. A 
group of congenial students were drawn together during that 
formative period, and from their regular meetings was evolved the 
idea of a secret brotherhood. K. A. was from its beginning entirely 
independent of other organizations. 

* * * * The father of this pioneer society was the 
late Rev. John H. Hunter, D.D., of Yonkers, New York, who 
projected the organization. * * * * 

The Society encountered natural opposition, but this was followed 
two years later by the flattery of imitation, and with the coming of 
Sigma Phi and Delta Phi the era of college secret fraternities was 
fully inaugurated at Union College, and thence the system spread 
throughout the United States. John H. Hunter, of course, had no 
dream of such a chain of societies, binding institution to institution, 
and men of different colleges, together throughout the country, 
as has been the direct result of his initial movement. The first 
group of K. A. men at Union stamped a character upon the Society 
which it has never lost, and laid out its ceremonial features with 
remarkable completeness, so that few changes have been made in 
them in sixty years." 

The above, taken from " American College Fraternities," by W. 
R. Haird (New York, 4th edition, 1890), expresses as well as may be 
the story of the founding of the Union Chapter ot Kappa Alpha. 
But all was not smooth and unobstructed in the early course of the 
Society. Throughout its early history it was troubled by both 
individuals and organized bodies hostile to the idea of secrecy. 
Those without the pale could not understand how a society could 
be both secret and worthy. This was the first kind of opposition 
met with, and at times caused considerable trouble, since the College 
authorities were among those who entertained this view. In those 
days of paternal college government at Union, they could hardly 
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endure in their midst an organization whose proceedings were so 
jealously concealed Even as late as 1852 K. A. was combated by 
the College, for in that year circulars were sent out to parents 
urging them to persuade their sons to resign from K. A., on the 
ground that it favored a certain looseness of conduct. 

Besides this there was the opposition of jealous or envious bodies 
of students. These scrupled not to break into the Society's rooms 
in their endeavors to ascertain its secrets. One individual, feigning 
to be a " Kap.," made a systematic attempt to discover the details 
and purpose of the first organization, by writing to the early 
members with requests for information. There is, indeed, preserved 
a printed handbill, found posted on the College bulletin, which 
purported to be a complete expos/ of Kappa Alpha. Such attempts, 
however, were more vexatious than harmful, and in spite of all 
opposition the Society continued to grow in prosperity. 

During the first three or four decades of its existence the Chapter 
at times held public exercises. A correspondent, writing to a 
newspaper at the time of Commencement, 1845, tells of men "dis- 
tinguished by a golden key pendent from the breast " who marched in 
procession, headed by Professor Isaac VV. Jackson, from the College 
Chapel to the Presbyterian Church, where the exercises were to be 
held. At the Quarto-Centennial, held July 22, 1851, this custom 
was followed. The exercises on this occasion consisted of a prayer 
by John Hart Hunter, '25, an oration by Dan Marvin, '31, and a poem 
by Samuel Mills Day, '50. Again, on June 22, 1875, was held the 
Semi-Centennial celebration, and on this day the corner-stone of a 
K. A. Lodge was laid with Masonic ceremonies on the lot of the 
College grounds, at the corner of the present Union Street and 
Union Avenue. The last public exercise held was the placing of a 
bronze bust of Professor Jackson in the Memorial Hall, on June 27, 
1882. An address was then delivered by Orlando Meads, '26. 

With the single exception of a lamentable lapse of the Chapter 
in i86q-'7o, its course has been one of a prosperity commensurate 
with that of the College ; with the increase of attendance at Union 
the membership of the Chapter has increased, and vice versa. The 
Chapter is now in a good condition, and its future progress seems 
assured. During the year 1891 articles of incorporation were filed, 
and a fund is growing wherewith to build a Lodge, the ground for 
which can be secured of the College. With this Lodge an accom- 
plished fact, and with the co-operation of the alumni, K. A. in C. C. 
is sure of success.

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HISTORY OF K. A. AT WILLIAMS COLLEGE. 



The Alpha Chapter of Kappa Alpha in the State of Massachusetts 
was founded at Williams College in the fall of the year 1833, being 
the first fraternity chapter established at the College, and the second 
at any college of the country outside of Union. 

The petitioners for the charter were led by Azariah Sylvester 
Clark, of Canaan, Columbia County, New York, a member of the 
class of 1834. Mr. Clark, who entered Williams College in 1830, 
was a young man of fine scholarship and social attainments, and 
gathered about him a circle of intimate friends among the most 
promising of the students. Several of this little group became well 
known in later life. 

On the securing of the charter from the Union Chapter of Kappa 
Alpha, Mr. Clark and his classmate, Alexander Hyde, of Lee, Massa- 
chusetts, proceeded to Schenectady for initiation, and on their return 
organized the new Chapter, most of whose members were not sub- 
jected to a formal induction. The names of the charter members 
were Azariah Sylvester Clark, Alexander Hyde, James Dixon, 
James Maltby Sayre, George Hamilton Norris, Thomas Wright, 
James Homer Ellis, Lewis Morris Rutherfurd, Nathaniel Herrick 
Griffin, Lucius Quintus Curtis, Jesse Olds Norton, David Jewett 
Waller, Thompson Kidder, and Samuel Darrow. All but Kidder 
were members of the two upper classes, 1834 and 1835. 

The Chapter at first held its meetings in the rooms of various 
members. Quarters were then found in the attic of the Mansion 
House, the town hotel, where, for a few months, these choice spirits 
of the early days met to perform their mystic rites under the bare 
rafters, with a guard at the foot of the stairs to keep out intruders. 

Soon, however, the Society obtained comfortable rooms in a 
private house on the outskirts of the village, where it made its home 
for forty years, its members enjoying, through the kindness of their 
friendly host, every comfort and accommodation which liberal hos- 
pitality and a hearty interest in their welfare could suggest. 

At its beginning the Chapter met with the pronounced opposition of 
the Faculty and a large body of the students. In 1834, "The 
Social Fraternity," or " Equitable Fraternity," was founded with a 
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view to overthrow it, and gained a strong support. The hostile feel- 
ing between the two elements culminated in 1839, when the with- 
drawal of several of the most influential members of the anti-secret 
organization to join Kappa Alpha led to an assault upon the meeting- 
place of the Society, which, however, was successfully repelled. 
After this, with the foundation and growth of chapters of other 
fraternities at the College, the power of " The Social Fraternity " as 
an anti-secret factor declined until it disappeared, the body becoming 
the parent chapter of the Delta Upsilon " non-secret " fraternity. 

In 1864 the Society came into possession of a house and grounds 
situated in a most desirable part of Williainstown, and having 
secured incorporation under the laws of Massachusetts, began to 
plan the erection of a Lodge. This building, the present home of 
the Chapter, was completed in 1877, at a cost of $15,000, and 
dedicated with appropriate ceremonies. 

The only publication of the Chapter has been a Biographical 
Record of its members, originally issued as a handsome volume of 
300 pages, in 1881, and continued in 1890 by a smaller supplement. 

The history of the life of the Chapter has been marked by an 
unusual evenness of character, and its prosperity has been continu- 
ous. In 1883 the Semi-Centennial of its founding was celebrated 
by a large gathering of Kappa Alpha brethren at Williamstown, and 
in May, 1890, the second of the newly-instituted annual conventions 
was held there.

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HISTORY OF K. A. AT HOBART COLLEGE. 



The Geneva (now Hobart) Chapter of Kappa Alpha indirectly 
grew out of a burlesque secret society, named "The Skin and 
Bones," which was established in Geneva College in the year 1842. 
Two Kaps. of Williams College, Charles McKinstry, '43, and Joseph 
Lovell, '44, communicated their Kap. enthusiasm to some of the 
leaders of the burlesque society, with the result that several students 
consented to become charter members of the Kappa Alpha Society, 
at Hobart College. On November 26, 1844, William Talmage Mc- 
Donald and Lawrence Sterne Stevens were initiated into the mys- 
teries of K. A., at Union College. Upon their return, in company 
with other Kaps. gathered together for that purpose, they initiated 
Edward Stuyvesant Bragg, Joseph Morison Clarke, Andrew Merrell, 
Peyton Gallegher, Reuben Seabury Doolittle, and James Byron 
Smith, and thus founded the Geneva Chapter of Kappa Alpha. 
This first initiation was held in the American Hotel (now the 
Kirkwood), December 5, 1844. The subsequent lodge meetings 
were held in a room in the same building which had been properly 
fitted up. The Chapter had a successful existence, and numbered 
among its members, as the following record will show, students who 
afterwards become prominent in public life. The Chapter was sus- 
pended, owing to a decline in the affairs of the College, during the 
spring of 1854, and the books and other paraphernalia were sent to 
the Union Chapter, and afterward to the University of Virginia. 

Early in 1879, the alumni of the former Chapter, who resided in 
Geneva, viz., Messrs. Stephen Hallett Hammond, '54, Andrew 
Merrell, '47, and others, assisted by Jonathan Henry Child, '49, of 
Rochester, New York, took active steps to re-establish the Society in 
the Geneva (now Hobart) College. The interest of seven students 
was awakened, and, the preliminary arrangements having been com- 
pleted, the charter members, viz., Edward Gideon Herendeen, '79, 
Everard Willie Dascombe, '8o, William Lemuel Herendeen, '80, 
Arthur Smith Wolcott, '80, Maximilian Lindsay Kellner, '81, 
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Laurens McLure, *8i, and Alonzo Norton Henshaw, '82, were initiated 
at Cornell University, June 16, 1879. Since its re-establishment the 
Hobart Chapter of Kappa Alpha has fast grown in strength and in- 
fluence. Its members have taken many college honors and prizes, and 
have always been esteemed by the students, as well as by the residents 
of Geneva. From 1879 to 1883, the Chapter had its lodge-room in 
what was then known as the Lewis Block. In 1883, it was moved 
to the Hallenbeck Building, where it remained until 1890. In that 
year, through the efforts of the town alumni, the Chapter was in- 
corporated as " The Kappa Alpha Reference Library Company," 
with shares at $10.00 each, and the present Chapter House pur- 
chased. Each shareholder has a legal interest in the property 
owned by the Society, to the extent of the holding, so that an 
abiding personal interest in the organization is fostered. Plans are 
now on foot to remodel and enlarge the Chapter House, which, when 
carried into effect, will make it one of the most beautiful and im- 
posing buildings upon the street which leads to the College.

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HISTORY OF K. A. 
AT THE COLLEGE OF NEW JERSEY. 



The history of Kappa Alpha at the College of New Jersey 
(Princeton) is a brief one of an honorable struggle against the anti- 
secret society views and decrees of the Faculty and Board of 
Trustees. 

Through the efforts of J. Austin Guffin, C.C., '51, aided by several 
Kaps. who resided at Princeton at that time, viz., James Franklin 
Taylor, C.C., '52, Reuben Denton Nevius, C.C., '48, Augustine 
David Lawrence Jewett, C.G., '52, and Charles Jewett Collins, C.G., 
'45, several undergraduates were interested in the K. A. Fraternity. 
During the fall of 1852 the following students petitioned the exist- 
ing chapters of K. A. for a charter and the authority to establish a 
chapter at the College of New Jersey. The signers of this petition 
were Addison Waddell Woodhull, '55, James Paschal Smith, '55, 
Daniel Du Bois Sahler, '54, and Lewis Carter Baker, '54. These 
charter members were initiated in New York, New York, during the 
winter of 1852, at a general meeting of the Fraternity, presided over 
by Dan Marvin, C.C., '31, and held at the Florence Hotel. The 
new Chapter did not openly proclaim its existence until the spring of 
l8 53, before which time the following students had been added to 
the Chapter roll : Richard Marvin Strong, Charles Russell Clark, 
John Wallace, William A. Henry, Samuel Jessup, Floyd Augustus 
Crane, Joseph S. Halsey, Henry Carrington Alexander, Richard 
Stevens Conover, Joseph C. Wyckoff, Charles Trinder Middlebrook 
and Edward William Condict. The members of the Chapter always 
stood well in scholarship, nine of the above mentioned Kaps. taking 
college honors. Many of their successors also were honor men and 
class orators. The Chapter roll will show that, with few exceptions, 
each Princeton Kap. subsequently rose into a position of honor and 
trust. The early meetings of the Chapter were held in the rooms of 
Addison Waddell Woodhull, who boarded away from the College 
buildings. In the spring of 1853 a lodge room was fitted up in 
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Queenston with the paraphernalia of the Geneva Chapter, whose 
charter had been withdrawn by its own members, owing to the low 
state of the affairs of Geneva (now Hobart) College. 

The first step taken by the authorities of the College to suppress 
the secret societies within its' borders was the following letter, which 
was sent to the parents or guardians of each student with the 
" grades " for the year just past : 

"College of New Jersey, Princeton,/ 

June 30, 1853. f 

"The Faculty deem it due to the parents and guardians of youth 
at this Institution, to inform them that recently there have been 
formed here several Secret Societies, or clubs (some of them con- 
nected with like associations in other colleges), professedly for 
literary purposes, but chiefly, it is believed, of a social character ; 
all of which, in the opinion of the Faculty, are of a mischievous ten- 
dency, and which the Trustees and Faculty have determined to sup- 
press. It has therefore become necessary to exact from every 
student, now here, or who may hereafter come to this Institution, a 
promise to have nothing to do with any societies not sanctioned by 
College authorities. 

"The Faculty adopt this course, believing it to be the easiest and 
the mildest course they can pursue in attaining their object. They 
most respectfully request the co-operation of the parents and guardi- 
ans of the youth committed to their charge, in furtherance of this 
object, by causing them to understand that it will be an indispensable 
condition of their remaining in college." 

This action naturally startled the different fraternities and caused 
much excitement at the College. The Raps., after consulting several 
alumni of C.C. and C.G., and especially Professor Isaac W. Jackson, 
C.C., 'sS, decided to be patient and await developments. The 
wisdom of their course was justified, for the whole matter was 
dropped by the Faculty during the following college year, and the 
fraternities continued to receive new members. But the opposition 
only slumbered to awake again at the opening of the term, August 
11, 1851, when each new student was compelled to take a pledge 
that he would not join any secret society while he remained at the 
College. Many conferences were held by the Kaps., but no definite 
course, save to honorably abide by the rules of the College, was 
arrived at ; and the existence of the Chapter seemed about to come 
to an end. Finally the following preamble and resolutions were 
adopted, with the hope that something might be accomplished by 
means of a general conference among the secret societies : 
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" Whereas, The President of the College of New Jersey having 
exacted a promise from the new students that they shall neither join 
nor have connection with the secret societies existing in college ; and, 

''Whereas, We deem such an exaction not only detrimental to the 
good name and reputation of our own Fraternity, but also based 
upon grounds inconsistent with the principles of a liberal and 
enlightened understanding, and a coercion adverse to the interests 
of the College ; therefore, be it 

" Resolved, That a committee of two be appointed from the K. A. 
Society, to confer with the other societies (mentioning them by 
name). 

" Resolved, That this committee be instructed to request from 
the aforesaid societies the appointment of a similar committee, whose 
joint duty it shall be to prepare a paper petitioning the Faculty for 
abrogation of said pledge, and for the official recognition of secret 
societies. 

"Resolved, That such paper be referred to this Society for 
approval when prepared." 

The committee appointed to represent K. A. was composed of 
William Christy Stitt and John Campbell Boyd. Nothing was 
accomplished, however, for many of the other societies were deter- 
mined to regard the pledge as null and void. During this time the 
Chapter of K. A. pursued an upright course. Several students were 
initiated into the Society, but only those who withdrew their pledge 
from the President of the College, as is shown by the following sen- 
tence, which is taken from an account written by John Peter Jack- 
son, Jr., '56, which gives a clear idea of the position of K. A. during 
this controversy : " It should be stated however," Mr. Jackson 
writes, "that every one who joined our Society previously withdrew 
his promise from the President of the College." But even this course 
was not allowed to be long continued, forsoon, owing to the increase 
in the number of the students who withdrew their pledges, the 
authorities took another step, and issued the ultimatum that whoever 
should join a secret society would be dismissed from the College. 
This action of the Faculty compelled many of the societies to refrain 
from initiating active members during the winter and spring of 1855, 
although several admitted students as " invited guests." When the 
college year of 1854 and '55 closed, the Board of Trustees took action 
which supported the position of the Faculty, by passing, at their 
regular meeting, held June 28 and 29, 1855, the following 
resolutions : 
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" Resolved, That with respect to prohibited secret societies, the 
Trustees approve of the action of the Faculty in their requiring 
students about to enter college to pledge themselves not to join any 
secret societies ; and that they urge the Faculty to put an end to 
these secret societies. 

" Resolved, That the President be directed, at the opening of the 
next session of the College, to announce publicly to the students that 
the subject of prohibited secret societies was deliberately discussed 
by the Trustees, and the Faculty were, by a unanimous vote, required 
promptly to dismiss any student known, after that date, to be a 
member of such an association." 

Acting under these resolutions, the Faculty strengthened the 
pledge administered to the entering students so that it compelled 
them to promise " not to join, or have any connection with any 
secret society, club, or association, of whatever character, either in 
this or in any other college." 

The effect of this pledge was to paralyze the operations of all the 
secret societies in the College, and, although many meetings were 
held, no method could be devised by which the opposition could 
honorably be overcome, and hence, after consulting the alumni, it was 
decided that it would be impossible to maintain the honorable and 
distinguished character of the K. A. Fraternity if the Chapter 
engaged in any further contest with the authorities of the College. 
Influenced by this consideration, it was agreed that the Chapter be 
withdrawn and the charter be surrendered, upon the graduation of 
the class of 1856. Thus came to an end the short, although brilliant 
career of K*. A. at C. N. C. The Chapter always maintained its 
honor and its dignity, and, after a struggle of three years against a 
blind prejudice, which could not appreciate the benefits of secret 
bonds of friendship and good-will, on June 25, 1856, it withdrew 
from the walls of Nassau and the College of New Jersey. The fol- 
lowing members were left at the College when the charter was

HISTORY OF 
K. A. AT THE UNIVERSITY OF VIRGINIA. 



In the story of the history of the last year of Kappa Alpha at 
Princeton College, written by John Peter Jackson, Jr., C.N.C., '56, 
appears the following sentence : " We propose to establish another 
chapter (of K. A.) in the University of Virginia. A committee of 
one was appointed from each chapter to canvass the subject. It is 
probable that we shall transfer our furniture to the new Chapter, 
should it be successfully established." This action of Kappa Alpha 
at Princeton was brought about by the resolution adopted by the 
Trustees and Faculty of the College of New Jersey, in the year 1855, 
suppressing secret societies. The committee of one, appointed 
by Princeton, was Joseph Hodgson, C. N. C. '56, who was about 
to be graduated from the College of New Jersey and study law at the 
University of Virginia. During the winter of 1856 and '57, Mr. 
Hodgson approached Alexander McCrie Duncan, John Hanson Ken- 
nard, William Zachary Mead and Charles Tackett Goolrick upon the 
subject of founding a chapter of Kappa Alpha at the University of 
Virginia. The suggestion was favorably received and a charter 
asked for and obtained for a chapter at the University. Such charter 
bears the date of January 8, 1856, and is signed by Daniel Loomis 
Millard of C. C, William Tatlock of C. G., and John Peter Jackson, 
Jr., of C. N. C. 

The career of K. A. in the University of Virginia was a brief 
and a brilliant one. Her members carried off more college 
honors than those of any other secret society at the time, although 
her sons were, as one Kap. has written, "readily reckoned among 
the festively inclined." The lodge meetings of this Chapter 
were held, for some time, in the second story of a brick house which 
stood on the left side (looking from the College) of the road leading 
from the University to Charlottesville. At the outbreak of the 
Civil War many members of the Chapter left the University and 
joined the Confederate Army. Of the forty-seven members of the 
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Chapter, thirty-seven became members of the Confederate Army, and 
one of the United States Army. Of the thirty-seven who fought for 
the South, seven fell in battle. The records made by these soldiers 
would be an interesting one for Kaps. to read, if the limit of this 
history would permit their proper presentation. Each Kap. who 
survived the first two years of the War, rose into prominence and 
held an important position in the Confederate Army, as the 
following record will show. The suspension of the Chapter 
was due to the outbreak of the War and the departure of the Kaps. 
of V. V. to join the army. The lodge meetings gradually became 
less frequent, until, in 1861, the Chapter was given up and the 
papers and books stored in the Library of the University of Virginia. 
These books have since been removed from the Library. The 
original charter was very recently recovered from the Librarian by 
the present Catalogue Committee.

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HISTORY OF K. A. AT CORNELL UNIVERSITY. 



The Cornell Chapter of Kappa Alpha owes its origin to the efforts 
of Samuel Halliday Wilcox, C. N. C, who resided in Ithaca at the 
time of the opening of Cornell University, in 1868. He invited 
Jacob Maus Schermerhorn and Francis Ellington Leupp, both of 
Williams College, to visit Cornell and look over the ground. This 
visit resulted in the selection of Aaron Putnam Storrs, Jr., and 
George Romeo Woodford, students of Cornell University, to become 
charter members of the new Chapter. These were taken to Williams 
College, where they were initiated November 25, 1868. A charter 
being duly secured, Storrs and Woodford returned to Ithaca and 
proceeded to found the Chapter. On the night of December 28, 1868, 
Thomas Frederick Crane and Charles Frederick Hartt, both of whom 
were members of the Faculty of the University, were initiated into 
Kappa Alpha, at Delmonico's, New York, New York, owing to the 
lack of a proper lodge room at Ithaca. During the winter and spring 
of 1869, the following students were made members of K. A.: 
Charles Jason Powers, Stephen Smith Burt, Charles Henry Ramsey, 
William Allen Butler, Wing Russell Smith, Dick Murray Kirby and 
Warren Leland, Jr. Soon after the founding of the Chapter, 
rooms were engaged in the fourth floor of the Finch Block, at the 
corner of Tioga and State Streets, where a lodge room was fitted up. 
The Society remained in these quarters until its removal to the 
Chapter House, in the spring of 1887. 

The Chapter continued to be prosperous until the fall of 
1873, when the sad accident occurred which resulted in 
the death of Mortimer Marcellus Leggett. The attendant cir- 
cumstances were these : On initiation night, October 10, 1873, 
Mortimer Marcellus Leggett, one of the two novitiates, was 
escorted up the road leading along the south bank of Six Mile Creek. 
While awaiting the approach of other Kaps., Mr. Leggett, with 
Charles William Wason and Charles Henry Lee, who accompanied 
him, stood near a pine tree, not far from the road. The trees and 
shrubbery, in the faint light of the moon, concealed from them the 
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fact that they were standing on the edge of a precipice which forms 
the bank of the creek at this point. Suddenly Leggett slipped on 
the roots of the pine tree, or the pine needles on the bank. Wason 
vainly attempted to support him, and both went over the bank 
together, falling about thirty feet to the bed of the stream. Lee 
heard the sound of their accident, and, going to their assistance, also 
fell over the precipice. Lee and Wason were both seriously injured, 
and Leggett did not survive more than an hour and a half. 
Immediately a cry was raised which went all over the land. 
Exaggerated and violent reports of the occurrence were spread 
abroad through the public prints. Judging from these reports, and 
from the sensational pictures in the illustrated papers, one might have 
been led to suppose that the Society was but little better than a 
band of midnight assassins. The Kap. alumni in town, however, 
remained faithful to the Society and its undergraduate members, and 
many of the townspeople also, who were friends of the Kaps., sym- 
pathized with them in their trouble, and refused to believe that it 
was anything but a sad accident. The inquest was held October 16, 
which, after a very full and exhaustive inquiry, resulted in a verdict 
of "accidental death." 

One week from this sad occurrence, Joseph Glenn Ebersole was 
initiated (he was to have been received into the Society on the night 
of the Leggett accident), and James Augustus Glean was pledged 
soon after. About two weeks after the accident. General and Mrs. 
Leggett, the young man's parents, who from the first had defended 
the Society from the bitter attacks of its enemies, visited Ithaca. 
The entire story was related to them without reserve, and by unan- 
imous vote the workings of the Society and its aims were explained 
to them in detail. The Kaps. showed them how sincerely they 
grieved for their lost brother, and how much they had loved and 
esteemed him. The result of this straightforward course was that 
General and Mrs. Leggett departed entirely satisfied with the 
Society. Verbally, when at Ithaca, and subsequently in numerous 
letters, they testified to their regard for Kappa Alpha and their 
affection for her members. Mrs. Leggett, in token of her esteem for 
the Society, always wore the key which had been designed for 
her son. 

Although Leggett's initiation was incomplete, yet, by unanimous 
vote, he was declared a member and assigned to his proper place in 
the roll of membership. His name was signed to the constitution 
by the hand of his father. 
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After this sad accident, nothing occurred to check the prosperity 
of the Chapter, which fast took the leading place among the secret 
societies at Cornell University. In 1876 active steps were taken to 
raise funds with which to erect a Chapter House. On June 18, 1884, 
sufficient money having been secured, the Chapter was incorporated 
as "The Kappa Alpha Association," and the building begun. The 
Chapter House was completed in the spring of 1887. It is an 
imposing stone structure (Edward Broadhead Green, K.A., V.C., 
'78, architect), with accommodations for twelve students. Situated 
upon the University campus, it has a splendid outlook. " The 
Kappa Alpha Association " is composed of all those members of the 
Cornell Chapter who have finished their college studies, and who 
care to subscribe to the articles of incorporation.

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HISTORY OF K. A. 



AT THE UNIVERSITY OF TORONTO. 



The project of establishing a chapter of Kappa Alpha at the 
University of Toronto originated in the winter of i88g-'Qo, in cer- 
tain informal conferences of a few alumni of Buffalo, New York, on 
the subject of extending the Society. Correspondence, and talks with 
friends who were familiar with Toronto and its University, aroused 
still more interest in the plan, and at the ensuing meeting of the 
Executive Council of the Society, held at Williamstown, Massachu- 
setts, May 30, 1890, a report was submitted by Marc Walker 
Comstock, C. G., '88, setting forth the advantages of Toronto as a 
site for a chapter, and accompanied by a petition signed by a 
number of Buffalo Kaps., requesting that a committee be sent to 
Toronto to investigate the field. A committee was accordingly 
appointed by the Council, consisting of Stephen Hallett Hammond, 
C. H., '54, Frank Harris Hiscock, V. C, '75, James Carrington 
Avery, V. C, '83, Albert James Myer, C. H., '84, Paul Carlton Ran- 
som, C. G., '86, Lester Boardman Smith, C. C, '86, Marc Walker 
Comstock, C. G., '88, and Kdwards Herrick Childs, C. G., '91. 

It was found impracticable to get the whole committee together 
for the purposes of their appointment. Early in December, how- 
ever, Messrs. Hammond and Comstock, with Augustus Underhill, 
C. (»., '91, visited Toronto for the purpose of inspecting the Uni- 
versity. They also conferred with several undergraduates, among 
whom were Archibald Montgomery, '92, Goldwin Larratt Smith, '94, 
and Arthur Algoma Vickers, '94. 

The report of these delegates determined the committee in favor 
of establishment, and at the meeting of the Executive Council, held 
in the city of New York, January 2, 1891, a report was presented 
recommending the granting of a charter. 

This report was accepted by the Council, and it was unanimously 
resolved to establish a chapter at the University of Toronto, pro- 
vided that the consent of the several chapters be obtained to extend- 
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ing the Society to Canadian territory. A committee was appointed 
to carry this resolution into effect, consisting of Messrs. Hammond, 
Avery, Myer, Comstock, and Underhill. Mr. Comstock was made 
chairman of the committee, and Paul Carlton Ransom of C. G. was 
chosen as associate member and secretary. 

Soon after the meeting of the Council a delegation of undergrad- 
uates from C. G. and C. H. went to Toronto, and reported against an 
immediate establishment of the Chapter, as the time was not yet ripe 
for action. 

During the summer of 1891 little was done, but in the fall the work 
was pushed actively, and at the Council meeting of December 30 a 
petition for a charter was presented, signed by six undergraduates of 
the University. On January 6, 1892, a final visit was made to 
Toronto, resulting in the approval of the petitioners and the agree- 
ment of the chapters to the occupation of the new ground. Prepar- 
ations were accordingly made for the inauguration of the Chapter, 
and on February 19, at Ithaca, New York, the ceremonies of initiat- 
ing the candidates and of presenting the charter took place. The 
initiates were Charles James Rattray Bethune, '92, Samuel Casey 
Wood, Jr., '92, Archibald Montgomery, '92, and Walter Livingston 
Coulthard, '94 — all of whom were petitioners for the charter, 
together with Goldwin Larratt Smith, '94, and Arthur Algoma 
Vickers, '94, who were unable to be present at the initiation at 
Ithaca.
